HEALTH bosses listened to angry residents and have 
decided to make resources available for a wide se¬ 
lection of day case surgery at Axminster Hospital. 

In a joint statement issued to Puhnan’s View , The 
Royal Devon and Exeter NHS Foundation Trust 
(RD&E) and NHS Devon, Plymouth and Torbay re¬ 
vealed that general surgery will remain at the hos¬ 
pital. 

Health bosses came under fire from about 200 
people at a public meeting in the Guildhall on March 
1st when they revealed plans to expand eye surgery 
but remove some other types of day case surgery. 

It was claimed that the hospital was under-used 
but members of the public reacted with fury and 
said many patients were never given the chance to 
undergo surgery in Axminster, which made the sta¬ 
tistics on which the proposal was based flawed. 

MP Neil Parish also attended the meeting and 
stopped just short of saying the hospital was the 
victim of an NHS conspiracy. 

It was feared that the proposal would be imple¬ 
mented without further ado on April 1 st , but that is 
not the case. 

The Royal Devon and Exeter NHS Foundation Trust 
(RD&E) and NHS Devon, Plymouth and Torbay state¬ 
ment issued yesterday (Mon) said: 

“We have made a commitment to work with peo¬ 
ple in Axminster to give them a say in how local 
healthcare services could be best run to meet their 
needs. 

“In the meantime, we are pleased to announce that 
from April 2013 the RD&E will operate a new oph¬ 
thalmology service at Axminster Hospital which will 
benefit an additional 1,440 patients per year. 

“It will also continue to run endoscopy services at 
the hospital, as well as cproviding general surgery. 

“In addition, the RD&E is aiming to double the 
number of outpatient appointments at the hospital 
for specialities such as oral, ears, nose and throat 
(ENT), pain, colorectal and urology. 

“Following the public meeting in Axminster on 
Friday 1 March, the RD&E has listened to patient 
feedback about the booking system for appoint¬ 
ments at Axminster Hospital and will make changes 
to make the system easier to access.” 

Buyer pulls out? 

AXMINSTER Carpets is in danger of going into liqui¬ 
dation, with a further 100 job losses, if a new owner 
does not emerge soon, according to The Sunday 
Times. 

The Sunday broadsheet reported in its business 
section that one of the possible buyers, the American 
company Carlyle, has pulled out of rescuing the 
Axminster company from administration. 

Carlyle bought Kidderminster-based carpet man¬ 
ufacturer Brintons in 2010 but has withdrawn from a 
potential deal with Axminster because it only wants 
selective parts of the business. 

When the business went into administration two 
weeks ago 300 workers in Axminster and Buck- 
fastleigh were made redundant. 

There was no statement last week from the admin¬ 
istrators or the company’s PR agency about the cur¬ 
rent status of negotiations, although it is strongly 
rumoured that the Dutfield family, which launched 
the company in 1937, are trying to buy back parts of 
the company. 

The town’s food bank, Canned Sunshine, run by 
Axminster Health & Wellbeing Centre, has revealed 
that it is feeding 150 families in the town, represent¬ 
ing two per cent of the population, and expects this 
figure to rise. 

This week, Axminster Town Council will hold a 
meeting with invited organisations to co-ordinate all 
the various efforts to help those affected by the sit¬ 
uation at Axminster Carpets.

ANOTHER week and we still don’t know whether 
Axminster Carpets has been saved. Still no official 
statement from the administrators appointed to 
find a buyer or from their PR agency. 

Meanwhile, rumours continue to swirl around 
town about whether indeed a buyer will be found, 
a disturbing possibility perpetuated by The Sun¬ 
day Times Business Section that one potential 
buyer, the American firm Carlyle, owners of Brin¬ 
tons carpet manufacturers in Kidderminster, have 
pulled out of negotiations because they only 
wanted part of the business. 

The Sunday broadsheet, who claim to have a 
“source”, went on to say that if a buyer was not 
forthcoming soon, Carpets could go into liquida¬ 
tion. 

That’s the Doomsday scenario which everyone 
wants to avoid for it will mean another 100 being 
made redundant. 

Still no confirmation from official sources over 
the ownership of the land at Cloakham Lawn ear¬ 
marked for housing and industrial development al¬ 
though Pulman’s View has been told that one of 
the farmers who lease a couple of fields there has 
been given notice to quit. 

Whilst all this speculation continues, highly wor¬ 
rying for the remaining staff, Pulman’s View this 
week launches an “Axminster Fights Back” cam¬ 
paign, generously supported by local traders in 
which we are promoting all the positive factors of 


living and working in Axminster. 

This week’s issue includes a 10-page supplement 
highlighting how the town is coming together to 
ensure that those who have lost their jobs at the 
carpet factory receive the very best in advice and 
support and highlighting the many plus- factors 
about the town of Axminster and its surrounds.

resigns after sting village war dead 


COLYTON 

£350k needed for 
off-road cycle route 

THE Burgesses of Colyford have begun efforts to find 
£350,000 funding for the Stop Line Way cycle route 
through the village. 

The Burgesses have spent months working on an 
off-road route alternative to Devon County Council’s 
proposed cycle route, which would have seen cy¬ 
clists cross the A3052 and pass a narrow pinch-point 
over the bridge at the bottom of the village. The en¬ 
tire Stop Line Way will run from Bristol to Seaton. 

After a series of heated public meetings last year, 
at which Colyford residents opposed the “danger¬ 
ous” route and the siting of a new toucan crossing 
across the A3052 near the Post Office - which they 
wanted to see further up the road outside the church 
- Devon County Council agreed to hold-off on plans 
for six months while the Burgesses worked on their 
off-road alternative. 

The county’s proposed on-road route would have 
cyclists arrive in Colyford via the Axe Valley Wet¬ 
lands, joining Seaton Road and then turning left onto 
the A3052. 

It would then cross the suggested toucan crossing 
and head down Swan Hill Road, crossing the bridge 
outside the White Hart Inn and turning left down 
Cownhayne Lane before heading on towards 
Axminster. 

Residents complained this would be dangerous, 
with publican Rob Sellings from the White Hart Inn 
describing it as a “recipe for disaster”. 

Villagers also said the toucan crossing outside the 
Post Office would be of no benefit to residents and, if 
it was to be installed, they would rather see it be¬ 
tween Colyford Memorial Hall and the church. 

Residents favoured the Burgesses’ idea for a com¬ 
pletely off-road route which would continue through 
the Wetlands and meet the tramline. 


A DISTRICT councillor resigned after making con¬ 
troversial com ments to undercover newspaper re¬ 
porters. 

Graham Brown, who represented Feniton and 
Buckerell Ward on East Devon District Council, 
handed in his resignation on Wednesday, March 
13th. 

The resignation was sparked after Mr Brown, in his 
capacity as a planning consultant, gave an interview 
to undercover Daily Telegraph reporters. 

According to the paper, Mr Brown said he had “ac¬ 
cess to all the right people for the right clients” but 
warned he “didn’t come cheap”. 

The story sparked furious reactions from various 
quarters, and EDDC referred Mr Brown’s comments 
to the police under the Bribery Act 2010 and its own 
policy on Fraud, Theft and Anti-Corruption, saying 
the comments warranted independent examination. 

A few hours later, EDDC issued a new bulletin, 
which said: “EDDC has this evening (March 13th) re¬ 
ceived the resignation of Graham Brown. 

“Graham Brown has resigned his seat with imme¬ 
diate effect following claims he made about the local 
planning system to undercover Daily Telegraph re¬ 
porters. In his resignation statement he cited his 
reasons as ‘unbearable media pressure’. 

EDDC chief executive Mark Williams added: “Al¬ 
though Graham Brown has not been a member of 
our planning committee, his comments still raised 
serious issues and we have responded to them 
quickly, firmly and fairly. 

“Given our earlier referral of the issue to the police 
I do not wish to comment any further at this stage, 
other than to reassure the public that we will coop¬ 
erate fully and openly if the police decide to investi¬ 
gate. 

“We continue to carefully assess the situation 
pending a response from the police, and any possible 
investigation under the Councillor Code of Con¬ 
duct is on hold until we have that response.” 

In a statement accompanying his resignation, Mr 
Brown maintained that he has not broken the law 
but had ‘misjudged the situation’. 

His statement read: “It is with great regret that I 
have decided today to step down and resign my po¬ 
sition as an EDDC councillor due to the unbearable 
media pressure from the Daily Telegraph. 

“I wish to announce a full apology to my councillor 
colleagues across the whole political spectrum at 
East Devon and to the EDDC officers.”

AXMINSTER Carpets is in danger of 
going into liquidation, with a further 
100 job losses, if a new owner does 
not emerge soon, according to The 
Sunday Times. 

The Sunday broadsheet reported in 
its business section that one of the 
possible buyers, the American com¬ 
pany Carlyle, has pulled out of rescu¬ 
ing the Axminster company from 
administration. 

Carlyle bought Kidderminster- 
based carpet manufacturer Brintons in 
2010 but has withdrawn from a poten¬ 
tial deal with Axminster because it 
only wants selective parts of the busi¬ 
ness. 

When the business went into admin¬ 
istration two weeks ago 300 workers 
in Axminster and Buckfastleigh were

made redundant. 

There was no statement last week 
from the administrators or the com¬ 
pany’s PR agency about the current 
status of negotiations, although it is 
strongly rumoured that the Dutfield 
family, which launched the com¬ 
pany in 1937, are trying to buy back 
parts of the company.

Step forward for new-look skatepark 


THE extension of an Axminster 
skatepark has reached preferred 
design stage, and quotes are 
currently being sought. 

The plan is to extend the 
skatepark at Cloakham Lawn 
Sports Centre in memory of 
Tom Chubb, who died in a car 
crash on the A358 at Musbury 
on October 31st last year at the 
age of 18. 

Tom spent a lot of time at the 
skatepark, and the plans to ex¬ 
tend it as a legacy to him were 
announced at the end of last 
year. 

Cloakham’s skatepark man¬ 
agement group is made up of 
youngsters and adults, including 
Tom’s mum Eve and his brother 
Ed. 

Trips to other skateparks have 
been made and an 18-feature 
design have been produced, in¬ 
cluding quarterpipes, a flatbank, 
a half taco and more.

design ready, quotes for the 
work can be sought and man¬ 
agement group members esti¬ 
mate the total cost to £160,000. 

Having a design at the ready 
should also make it easier to 
seek funding from grant-award¬ 
ing bodies. 

Fundraising efforts have al¬ 
ready started with Steven Litt¬ 
ley, of Cranberries Luxury 
Hideaways at Hills Farm in 
Kilmington recently presenting 
a cheque for £513,27 after an 
Adele tribute gig.

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£8,000 boost for 
Purzebrook flood 
alleviation scheme 


WORKMEN will return to Purzebrook, 
Axminster, to add further flood preven¬ 
tion measures thanks to an £8,000 grant. 

An on old stone culvert was replaced 
along the footpath between Musbury 
Road and Purzebrook at the end of last 
year after a series flooding incidents. 

But more money has since been made 
available, which means that £8,000 will 
be spent on debris grills at Purzebrook. 

A total of about £60,000 is being in¬ 
vested by Devon County Council 
(DCC) in a number of what is called 
‘quick-win schemes to address flooding 
issues. 

Purzebrook is one of them and is also 
a direct result of feedback from flood 
surgeries and drop-in events held across 
the county. 

They are also based on the findings of 
the Flood Investigation Report into the 
summer floods, produced by DCC1 in 
partnership with the Environment 
Agency, district councils and South 
West Water. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, chairman 
of Devon Flood Risk Management Part¬ 
nership and Devon County Council 
Cabinet member for Highways and 
Transportation, said: “Communities 
have played a big part in highlighting 
the actions we’re now putting into

place, by providing important informa¬ 
tion at the flood surgeries and drop-in 
events. 

“A lot of these measures, such as de¬ 
bris grills, may seem minor in them¬ 
selves, but they should have a 
considerable impact in tackling the 
problems which compounded the effect 
of the heavy rainfall which Devon suf¬ 
fered last year. 

Quick win schemes 

“These schemes should help to pro¬ 
tect our communities and make them 
more resilient against flooding in fu¬ 
ture.” 

About the debris grills at Purzebrook, 
A DCC spokesperson added: “The 
work is planned to be done before the 
end of March if possible.” 

Further Flood Investigation Reports, 
relating to the more widespread flood¬ 
ing which affected communities around 
Devon in November and December re¬ 
spectively, are being prepared. 

Once complete, these will identify a 
further series of quick win schemes 
which will be implemented over the 
coming year.

AXMINSTER business leaders are not impressed by a 
car parking offer from East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

EDDC announced cut price parking deals around the 
district on Tuesday, March 12th. 

The offer applying to Axminster was labelled “Week¬ 
end Special”, offering motorists to park for £1 from 3pm 
on any Saturday until 8am the following Monday. 

Axminster Chamber of Commerce held its March meet¬ 
ing later that day, and members weren’t impressed. 

In short, they feel that it is not much of an offer as Sun¬ 
day parking is free of charge anyway. 

Chamber chairman Shane Morgan said: “Sundays are 
irrelevant, all parking is free on Sundays. 

“They are hardly giving us anything. 

“If EDDC really wants to help, the offer should kick in 
no later than 1pm on Saturdays.” 

He added that the chamber is still “seriously looking” 
at a double ticketing scheme, which would offer mo¬ 
torists a discount in participating establishments. 

Negotiations about this proposal are ongoing with 
EDDC. 

About the Weekend Special, an East Devon District 
Council spokesman said: “We want to do whatever we 
can to help local businesses but at the same time we do 
rely on the money we earn from car parking to provide 
essential services and keep council tax low. 

“With our new offers we risk losing money from ticket 
sales between 4pm and 6pm on Saturdays. 

“Sales figures from previous years tells us that the extra 
loss of money between 1pm and 4pm would be much 
more significant and unfortunately we simply can’t afford 
it just now. 

“The good news is that this shows the car parks are rel¬ 
atively well used until 4pm on Saturdays and it is our 
genuine desire that local businesses in Axminster will see 
the free two hours, marketed as ‘stay from 3pm Saturday 
to 8am Monday for £1’, as an opportunity to attract new 
customers.”

to the ringing of shelducks, 
uniquely captured in ‘cannon- 
nets.’ 
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Leader of the group, Michael Tyler 
was interviewed by Julia Bradbury 
on the importance of bird ringing and 
was pleased that the group and the 
Axe Valley area could be captured on 
film. 

Other focuses of the BBC filming 
captured salinity monitoring and 
control of the Black Hole Marsh la¬ 
goon and the construction of the 
combined Sand Martin Cliff and bat 
hibernaculum created for wildlife by 


local volunteers. 

The three stories were thematically 
linked by the presence of non-biting 
midges which breed in the lagoon 
and are a food source for the wildlife 
on the site. 

The story features filming of hiber¬ 
nating bats at Beer Quarry Caves 
along with background shots of the 
wildlife and landscapes at the Wet¬ 
lands. 

Doug Rudge from the EDDC 
Countryside team worked alongside 
the presenters for the day. 

He said: “The Countryfile team 
seemed to thoroughly enjoy their 


visit to these very special Wetlands, 
and we were very pleased to show 
them the good work that’s being 
done on the site. 

“It’s not every day we get a visit 
from such a well known television 
show. 

“With Easter on the way and spring 
in the - admittedly chilly - air, it’s 
set to be a great few months for na¬ 
ture lovers, walkers and families to 
come and discover this natural East 
Devon gem.”

Kilmington school named 
‘outstanding’ by inspector 


KILMINGTON Primary School had reason to celebrate 
after its overall effectiveness was graded Outstanding by 
Ofsted. 

The school underwent inspection in February and 
achievement of pupils; quality of teaching; behaviour and 
safety of pupils plus leadership and management were 
also graded Outstanding, the highest grade available on 
a four-step scale used by inspectors. 

Part of Ofsted inspector Paul Sadler's report said: 
"Teachers have very high expectations of their pupils. 

"They use assessment very well to plan tasks that are 
exceptionally well matched to the diverse needs of their 
pupils. 

"Tasks interest and motivate pupils, and the skills of 
teaching assistants and other additional adults are used 
very effectively to ensure that all pupils make the best 
possible progress .leaders. 


"Leaders and managers are very effective in managing 
the performance of staff and ensuring that teaching is of 
consistently high quality. 

"Any potential weaknesses, such as in the writing of 
pupils in Year 2, are quickly 

spotted and tackled." 

The only remark was about the size of some class¬ 
rooms, the report saying: "To ensure that the cramped na¬ 
ture of some classrooms never causes learning to slow 
by: planning the use of all of the school’s accommodation 
so that it is always used as effectively as possible to re¬ 
duce overcrowding in classrooms." 

Headteacher Malcolm Bettison was delighted with the 
report and said: "This is a wonderful result and testament 
to the hard work and commitment of my staff, the behav¬ 
iour and achievement of pupils and the support we re¬ 
ceive as part of the Axe Beacon Federation."

For Benedict XVI 
achieved a great deal in just under eight 
years. 

We in Britain will always remember the 
papal visit of 2010, which proved a tremen¬ 
dous success and was an inspiration for 
countless people - not only Catholics but 
also Christians of many other traditions.

The Rotary Club recently discussed the idea to encour¬ 
age a community-wide approach to the purchase of 
more machines through the East Devon area, members 
were shown a demonstration of the practical skills of 
saving life by Martin. 

A heart def ibulator will help restore the natural rhythm 
of the heart when a person is experiencing dangerous 
arrhythmia or cardiac arrest. 

The heart has a natural defibrillator built in that acts 
much the way a pacemaker does, but as we age it can 



quit functioning properly. 

The first minutes after a cardiac arrest or the heart 
stopping to beat are vital to saving life, and community 
based defibulators located in central areas of commu¬ 
nities could be the answer to saving the life of a loved 
one.

Chairman agrees to stand for 10th 
year with Devonshire Association 


A UNANIMOUS and heartfelt vote of thanks, at the 
annual general meeting of the Devonshire Associ¬ 
ation's Axe Valley branch, was gratefully received 
by Dr David Westlake as he agreed to serve a 
tenth year as hands-on chairman. 

He presented an upbeat report of the 2012-13 
season recording a slightly increasing membership. 
Plus an unprecedented influx, at the monthly talks, 
of visitors interested in particular topics within the 
agenda designed "for the advancement of science, 
literature and the arts". 

Dr Westlake said that such visitors were always 
welcome. It was they who made the whole pro¬ 
gramme of events financially viable. At the same 
time he tried to persuade them to become mem¬ 
bers of the association. He was happy to accept 
main responsibility for setting up and pre-publicising 
talks but also asked for volunteers to join the branch 
committee. 

Re-elected were secretary Mrs Kathryn Gray, 
treasurer Dr Michael Barr and reporter Sean Day- 
Lewis. 

A slideshow was given on “Historical Exeter”. As 
an experienced and fluent "Red Guide" in the city, 
lecturer Tony Burges was more than qualified to talk 


about the city then and now. As an old boy of the 
now closed Allhallows School, Rousdon, he was also 
able to extend his view into East Devon. 

He began with the Celtic tribe of the doniorum, 
who held most of what is now Devon until the Ro¬ 
mans marched in to build Exeter up as a walled gar¬ 
rison town. Roman withdrawal led to Anglo Saxon 
rule and the Christian monastic centre responsible 
for the education of Crediton's St Boniface - he who 
led the conversion of the Netherlands and northern 
Germany. So on to the Norman period which re¬ 
placed the small Saxon cathedral with the much 
larger building still dominating today. 

Burges took the story through the middle ages to 
the 1942 Nazi blitz and the developments since. He 
paid due tribute to the contribution over the cen¬ 
turies of Beer and Salcombe Regis stone. 

And in dealing with the cathedral vandalism and 
desecration by Oliver Cromwell and his troops he 
pointed out that the Axe Valley area also suffered. 
The murals covering the walls of the Saxon church 
at Combpyne, which would have brought visitors 
today from far and wide, were lost for ever behind 
Cromwellian whitewash. 


Honiton artists pick up their pastels 


MEMBERS and visitors of Honiton Art Society were in¬ 
spired to pick up their pastels when Norman Rossiter 
gave a demonstration of “Landscape in Pastel", pro¬ 
ducing not one, but two paintings with time to spare. 

Norman, a professional wildlife and countryside artist, 
had an early career in design before becoming a full 
time artist in 1986, later specialising in wildlife and 
countryside subjects. Working mainly in acrylic and 
pastel, he is known for the photo realism of his paint¬ 
ings. 

For his demonstration Norman used Colourfix paper, 
which can take many layers of pastel without the need 
for fixatives and corrections are easy using a bristle 
brush. 

Working fast, after loosely sketching the subject, he 
blocked in the basic colours using Sennelier or Unison 
soft pastels, blending where necessary. When this 
under painting was finished, he continued building up 
the layers using medium pastels and pastel pencils for 
the detail. Norman favours Pitt Pastel Pencils as these 
do not break when sharpening. One of his favourite 
colours is Portrait Pink, which he would never use for 


portraits but mixes to make beautiful greys. 

Norman advised members never to give up on a 
painting if not happy with it but to carry on. 

Having completed two vibrant pastel paintings there 
was still time for Normans "party piece", showing 
members how to draw the basic shape of a bird's body 
from the shape of their eggs. 

• Members of Honiton Art Society who took their pic¬ 
tures to the recent critique received constructive and 
sympathetic advice from artist and tutor, Gahan Ol- 
liver, who gave each picture careful consideration. 

Gahan reminded members that the primary, second¬ 
ary and tertiary colours are flat and need the addition 
of their complementary colours to give them life and 
form; also the use of too much white in our mixes could 
produce dull, flat results. This may be rectified in oil or 
acrylic paintings by the application of very thin glazes 
of an appropriate colour. 

The next meeting of the society is at Awliscombe Vil¬ 
lage Hall on Monday, April 8th, 2pm to 4pm where 
Melanie Cambridge will be giving a demonstration of 
“Painting in Mixed Media”. All welcome. 


REGULAR vaccination of your pet is of utmost importance to help prevent them contracting some fatal dis¬ 
eases. 

A primary course of vaccinations are required to boost your pet's immunity when the antibodies from their 
mother are decreasing. The primary course doesn't cover your pet for life; they will require boosters yearly 
to top up their immunity. 
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Dogs are vaccinated for Distemper, Infectious Canine 
Hepatitis, Parvovirus, Para influenza and Leptospiro¬ 
sis. 

In the Cullompton area there has recently been a 
confirmed case of Leptospirosis This is a disease 
which can be spread to humans. It affects the liver 
and kidneys and can lead to long term liver disease, 
or in some cases may be fatal. There have also be 
confirmed cases in the local area of Parvovirus. This 
can cause vomiting and/or diarrhoea and rapid 
dehydration. Without prompt treatment, the disease 
is fatal. 

Kennel cough vaccinations are highly recom¬ 
mended for dogs. This is a separate vaccination, 
given intranasally. Kennel cough is an airborne contagious respiratory disorder that affects dogs and can 
spread from one dog to another very rapidly. 

Cats are vaccinated for Feline Influenza, Enteritis, 
and Leukaemia. Some are also vaccinated for 
Feline chlamydophila. Unvaccinated cats which 
contract cat'flu are likely to have recurrent respira¬ 
tory infections and may become carriers and infect 
other in- contact cats. 

Rabbits are vaccinated against Myxomatosis and 
Viral Haemorrhagic Diarrhoea, which is now avail¬ 
able as one injection. Both of these diseases can 
be spread by fleas so vaccination and flea control 
is very important. Myxomatosis is a fatal respiratory 
disease causing a swelling of the eyes, nose and 
genitals.

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The ‘smell of a stitch-up’ 
surrounds town council 


■ I WAS saddened at the news of the boycott by the 
majority of councillors at the extraordinary council 
meeting of Seaton Town Council. 

This special meeting was called by two councillors 
to discuss the murky affair surrounding the depar¬ 
ture of the last town clerk. Because of the boycott, 
there was no meeting as the minority of councillors 
who believe in the democratic process could not se¬ 
cure a quorum. 

I have been told by one of the three councillors 
who did attend that the chairman of the council, 
Peter Burrows, was even present in the building at 
the time of the meeting but chose not to attend. If 
this is so, then it seems nothing more than an arro¬ 
gant and wilful sneer at the ordinary people of 
Seaton. 

Perhaps Councillor Burrows and the rest of the 
councillors might care to explain their motives for 
the boycott. Otherwise, we seem to have nothing 
less than political manoeuvring of the sleaziest 
form. 

I also understand that before the meeting Council¬ 
lor Burrows spoke to two councillors requesting 
them not to attend the meeting. Councillor Burrows 
may like to comment on the accuracy of this infor¬ 
mation, and if true, perhaps he could explain his ac¬ 
tion. 

Let us review the situation. 

The last town clerk was forced out and paid off by 
three members of the Personnel Committee in a se¬ 
ries of irregular meetings apparently timed to ensure 
that the remaining two committee members (Coun¬ 
cillor Pigott and Meakin) were unable to attend. If 
not for the courageous and principled revelations of 
ex-councillor Jim Pigott, this would still be under 


wraps. Consequently Councillor Pigott resigns from 
the Council, and Councillor Meakin from the Per¬ 
sonnel Committee 

Having disposed the town clerk, the three remain¬ 
ing Personnel Committee members get the council 
to leave the two vacancies unfilled until new coun¬ 
cillors are elected, meanwhile leaving the three to 
undertake the selection of the new clerk. This mo¬ 
tion was proposed by the chairman of the Personnel 
Committee and seconded by one of the other two. 
Am I alone in smelling a stitch-up here? 

Councillor Burrows has privately ensured me that 
there was no sinister motive in this, but this was be¬ 
fore the fiasco of the extraordinary council meeting, 
and before he refused to accept two agenda items 
submitted by Councillor Semple, which would have 
increased the size of the personnel committee. Is it 
any wonder that I now find myself doubting his sin¬ 
cerity? 

My main concern, however, is the rule-book 
shenanigans to ensure that the minority of council¬ 
lors such as Councillors Semple and Palacio are 
being denied an opportunity to put their case. Coun¬ 
cillor Burrows might reflect that when he and I were 
both on the council, and he was often a lone voice, 
on more than one occasion I seconded his proposals, 
not because I agreed with them, but because without 
a seconder, he would have been unable to explain 
and publicise his reasoning at the council meeting. 

I did so because I believed in the democratic 
process and open government., it is a shame he does 
not.

FAY HIELD AND THE HURRICANE 
PARTY PLAY THE PHOENIX 


FAY Hield is a singer who seems to have been born 
knowing how to carry a tune but with the rarer gift of 
knowing how to go straight to the heart of a song. Her 
debut solo album 'Looking Glass', was released in Sep¬ 
tember 2010 by prestigious folk label, Topic Records 
and quickly earned Fay many accolades as well as a 
nomination for the Horizon Award at the 2010 BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards. Fay’s second album, ‘Orfeo’, was 
released in May 2012, again on Topic Records and has 
gained rave reviews in the press and plenty of airplay 
across the UK and beyond. 

‘Orfeo’ features 11 superbly arranged traditional 
songs, including lead track, 'Sir Orfeo', based on a 13th 
Century retelling of the epic supernatural Greek fable, 
Orpheus and Eurydice. Fay’s gift for unearthing rare 
and interesting material is well represented throughout, 
including the obscure but beguiling nursery rhyme 

‘Naughty Baby’ and the feisty Lancashire mill-girl 
tour-de-force ‘The Old ‘Arris 

Mill’. An Anne Briggs inspired version of 'The 
Cuckoo' is included. In folklore, the bird's call is often 
used as a signal heralding spring and the number of 
times it is heard during the season is said to translate 
into the number of years until a death or a marriage. The 
delightfully named 'Tarry Trousers', is a song Fay dis¬ 
covered through singer, Frankie Armstrong, but which 
was also well known by 
Dickens (and quoted in 
his novel, Dombey and 
Son). 'Wicked Serpent’ 
meanwhile, originates 
from the US and is 
based on an incident re¬ 
lating to the unfortunate 
Timothy Myrick of 
Springfield Mountain 
when he died after hav¬ 
ing been bitten by a rat¬ 
tlesnake one August. 

The focus of the first 
album was Fay's rich 
and unadorned voice. 

While Orfeo finds her 
once again exploring 
lesser known traditional 
songs, this time, the 


new recordings also see Fay confidently fronting a stel¬ 
lar supporting cast; The Hurricane Party. Consisting of 
some of the finest folk musicians working today The 
Hurricane Party features ; Andy Cutting (button accor¬ 
dions, melodeon), Rob Harbron (English Concertina, 
fiddle, vocals), Sam Sweeney (fiddle, viola, cello, ny- 
ckelharpa, vocals) and Jon Boden (fiddle, guitar, per¬ 
cussion, double bass, mandolin, additional banjo and 
vocals) plus special guest Martin Simpson (banjo, gui¬ 
tar). 

Alongside her burgeoning performing career, Fay is 
also an academic, lecturing in Ethnomusicology at the 
University of Sheffield. Her PhD thesis ‘English Folk 
Singing and the Construction of Community’ was com¬ 
pleted in 2010 and she is currently consultant for the 
'Music Communities' research project at the University 
of Manchester. Fay also guest lectures at other educa¬ 
tional establishments, 

including the Leeds College of Music. Fay and her 
partner, Bellowhead front man 

Jon Boden, also find time to run two folk clubs - 
Royal Traditions (in their local village of Dung worth) 
and Bright Phoebus (Sheffield).

Her choice of material and 
the delivery of it, reflect a rare sensitivity and appreci¬

A XMINSTER is a very different 
town to the one I knew when I 
first started reporting in East 
Devon in 1965. But one thing that hasn’t 
changed is its resilience - and it is this 
dogged determination to overcome 
which will see it through this latest cri¬ 
sis.

ster was the rural heart of East Devon; in 
fact it punched far above its weight for a 
town with a population of around 4,000. 

The success of Axminster Carpets had 
much to do with this, as did the weekly cattle 
and street market which brought the farm¬ 
ing community to town every Thursday. 

Market day in Axminster - those were the 
days. 

As in many small towns, the commercial 
and social life of the town was dominated by 
a small group of strong characters who were 
passionately proud of Axminster. 

The group was led by the indomitable 
Frank Rowe, who ran R & C Snell auction¬ 
eers and the cattle market as well as holding 
the title of “Lord of the Manor,” now passed 
to his son, Jim, who retains his father’s love 
of the town. 

The market had a huge impact on the econ¬ 


omy of Axminster, bringing hundreds of peo¬ 
ple into the town on a Thursday, not just for 
the livestock sales and street stalls but be¬ 
cause the pubs were open all day. 

Frank Rowe was definitely “Mr Axmin¬ 
ster” but it was far from a one-man town. 
Others, in particular Miss Emmie Sheppard 
and Mr H.R. Jeffery, affectionately known as 
“Lord Jeff”, were leading busy business 
lives and prominent in local affairs. They 
were the glue that held Axminster together. 

By this time the Carpet Factory had been 
going for 30 years and Harry Dutfield has al¬ 
ready achieved cult status as a tough but 
generous employer and, of course, engineers 
J.H, Shand was also a significant employer. 

My ambition during this period was to 
work for Pulman’s Weekly News, the bible of 
local newspapers. And I was fortunate to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of the great Wally Fellen- 
der, doyen of local reporters and my 
journalistic hero. 

But his were big shoes in which to follow 
and I soon discovered that Wally’s commit¬ 
ment to reporting the events of Axminster 
and its rural surround meant I would be out 
several evenings a week and always at week¬ 
ends. I even had a reporting job on the morn¬ 
ing of my wedding!

But there was no better way of getting to 
know the people of Axminster and to wit¬ 
ness at first hand the community spirit 
that defined Axminster. 

Sector Lane was the best football pitch 
around and Axminster Football Club was 
the most professional of all local clubs, at¬ 
tracting most of the talented players from 
around the area. 

Axminster Carnival was billed as “The 
Best In The West”; it clearly wasn’t but no 
one would dare say so in front of Frank 
Rowe. 

My career took me elsewhere between 
the late 1970s and mid-1990s but when I re¬ 
turned to edit Pulman’s Weekly News solic¬ 
itor Nigel Cole warned me that Axminster 
was “not the town you remember”. 

By this time market day was a shadow of 
its former glory days with the cattle mar¬ 
ket on its last legs and eventually disap¬ 
pearing completely. 

But there were some definite steps for¬ 
ward. The town now had a swimming 
pool, the secondary school and become a 
community college with a growing repu¬ 
tation, Cloakham Lawn was developing 
into a highly respected and much used 
sports centre and the Styles family had 
moulded Power Tools into one of their 


market’s most successful players. 

I shall never forget when I walked back 
into the Guildhall to cover a meeting of 
Axminster Town Council after a break of 
20 years.

Little had 
changed. Dou¬ 
glas Hull was 
still there and 
John Jeffery 
had mastered 
that gritty re¬ 
alism to local- 
government 
that his father 
had invented. He was definitely “Lord Jeff 
Mark II”. 

Sadly the disgrace of Webster’s Garage 
had not been solved, a blot on the land¬ 
scape Axminster could have done without 
over the years, and it is only now that an 
interum solution to the town centre eysore 
seems to be on the cards. 

On the postive side, however, celebrity 
chef High Fearnley-Whittingtsall had 
enough faith in Axminster as a commer¬ 
cial centre to bring his River Cottage Can¬ 
teen to Axminster, attracting many 
hundreds of visitors to the town. 

Another big bonus, in my view, has been 
the rentention and refurbishment of the 


Guildhall, undoubtedly East Devon’s 
finest public hall, but for the life of me I 
don’t know why they don’t give the front 
doors a lick of paint. 

Generally speaking, the town counci 
does a fine job with a number of long serv¬ 
ing members, the likes of Douglas Hull, 
John Jeffery, Mervyn Symes, Sue Spiller, 
still making a significant contribution. 
The town owes them a great debt. And, re¬ 
freshingly, some new faces with ambitious 
ideas have joined their ranks. 

Local born Andrew Moulding exercises 
great influence and experience as town 
mayor and district and county councillor, 
having cut his teeth on masterminding the 
sports complex at Cloakham and heading 
up ACE (Axminster Community Enter¬ 
prise) with an eye firmly on the future of 
Axminster. 

The population of Axminster has ex¬ 
ploded with the building of new housing 
estates and another 400 are planned for 
Chard Road and, ultimately, hundreds 
more. The town is still waiting for the 
north-south relief road and many are won¬ 
dering whether it will ever come. 

But the spirit of Axminster shines as 
bright as ever - and the town is definitely 
pulling together, fighting back after the 
disappointment of the past few weeks.

A XMINSTER Job Club has an¬ 
nounced it will stage a job fair in 
the town’s Guildhall. The date is 
Thursday, May 30 th from 9am-

Job club volunteers will contact employers within 
a radius of 15 miles or so of the town, inviting them 
to have a stand at the fair.

laid on extra opening hours as a response to mass- 
redundancies at Axminster Carpets. 

Since about 200 people lost their jobs at the Axmin¬ 


ster Carpets factory, the job club has been at full 
stretch. 

Before the crisis at Axminster Carpets, the job club 
attracted an average of about 20 job seekers each 
Thursday morning. 

Because of the situation at Axminster Carpets, the 
job club is also open on Wednesday mornings for the 
time being. 

Phased approach 

Thirty job seekers visited on Wednesday March 
13th and no less than 51 visited the following day. 

Peter Porteous of Axminster Job Club says there is 
a phased approach to help people made redundant 
from Axminster Carpets. 

The job club was open on Friday, March 8th to help 
people register for Jobseeker’s Allowance. 

Many of those affected have also been helped with 
setting up e-mail accounts, which they can access 
through job club computers. 

In addition, CV sessions are planned in the near fu¬ 
ture to prepare job seekers for a competitive job mar¬ 
ket. 

Job hunting has also been on the agenda, and, for 
example, the job club has helped 40 people with ap¬ 
plications for three production jobs at PECO. 

One former carpets worker was helped with an ap¬ 
plication for a vacancy elsewhere and was immedi¬ 
ately called for interview, the outcome not known 
when Pulman’s View spoke to Mr Porteous. 

Those using the job club can complete a question¬ 
naire to give their views on the service offers. 

Mr Porteous showed Pulman’s View a sample of 
replies, including comments like “the help and un¬ 
derstanding has been very uplifting”, “it is a useful 
resource”, “volunteers are friendly, helpful and en¬ 
couraging in what is a stressful time”.

S IX churches in the town come together 
under the banner of Axminster Churches 
Together. Each congregation currently 
collects food during services once a week, 
which is then delivered to one of the Churches To¬ 
gether members, Axminster Christian Fellowship. 

The fellowship has seen its food hamper project 
develop over the years and is now an all-year op¬ 
eration. 

Pastor Ray Hunter said: “Originally it was 
Christmas hampers, but we started to get calls 
from social services and public health teams.”

team which visits local residential homes to lead 
worship. 

Axminster Job Club was formed by Axminster 
Churches Together and has proved very popular, 
especially as the town lost its JobCentre branch a 


number of years ago. In response to the crisis and 
mass-redundancies at Axminster Carpets, the job 
club has announced that it will stage a job fair in 
the Guildhall on Thursday, May 30th (see sepa¬ 
rate story on page 30). 


At long lost, movement 
on town's two eyesores 


AXMINSTER is expected to be 
more pleasing on the eye when 
two eyesores are dealt with - the 
dilapidated Webster's garage 
building in the town centre and the 
equally dilapidated former Rodney 
Rendell site, off Chard Road. 

The movers and shakers behind 
plans to revitalise the Webster’s 
site have confirmed they will sub¬ 
mit a revised planning application. 

As previously reported, the plan 
is to demolish what is left of the 
structure and turn the site into a 
car park as a stop-gap measure 
until a long-term mixed use de¬ 
velopment can be built. 

The site is owned by Plymouth- 
based Hallmark Estates, which 
has described it as the town’s 


“most dominant, prominent and 
harmful wart.” 

Hallmark Estates revealed its car 
park plans for a 60-space car park 
last month, and is represented in 
Axminster by Graham Barton. 

At last week's town council 
meeting it was revealed that a re¬ 
vised planning application was in 
the pipeline. 

REVISED PLAN 

Mr Barton told Pulman’s View: 
“The rumour mill is correct that 
we’ll be submitting a revised plan. 

“I’m not sure of the details yet 
although what I can say with 
some confidence is that the new 
plan will be influenced heavily by 
the observations of the planning 
committee of the town council.” 


The town council supported the 
application, but asked that “con¬ 
sideration be given to the provi¬ 
sion of a double-lane exit to 
prevent right-turning vehicles 
blocking the exit of left-turning.” 

The town council also recom¬ 
mended that spaces for the dis¬ 
abled are placed adjacent to the 
car park’s entry points. 

As for the site off Chard Road, 
planning permission was gained 
last year for 36 dwellings and as¬ 
sociated access, parking and land¬ 
scaping. 

An application for permission to 
demolish the current structures 
on site was granted in February.

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A market in Axminster for 800 years

T HURSDAY is market day in Axmin¬ 
ster, turning Trinity Square and sur¬ 
rounding areas into a hive of activity. 
Axminster’s market boasts a history going back 
more than 800 years. 

The Manor of Axminster was held by the Crown 
until 1204 when King John granted it to William 
Lord Brewer for an annual rent of £24 and a 
weekly market on Sundays. 

William Lord Brewer died in 1227 and the 
Manor and the hundred (areas preceding 
parishes) was passed to his son, also named 
William, who died five years later. 

The Manor and the hundred were passed to his 
sister, Alice, who married Reginald de Mohun. 

Reginald’s eldest son, also named Reginald, was 
a founder of Newenham Abbey, and granted the 
Manor and the hundred to the abbey in 1245. 

This was the start of a nearly 300-year period 
during which the Manor and the hundred be¬ 
longed to the Cistercian monks of Newenham 
Abbey. 

It wasn’t until the abbey surrendered in 1539 
that the Manor reverted to the Crown. 

Over the years, the Manor and the hundred 
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FIGHTS BACK! 


changed hands on a number of times, often in un¬ 
pleasant circumstances. 

For example, holder Lord Thomas Grey was be¬ 
headed in in 1554, a fate that also befell another 
holder, The Duke of Norfolk, in 1572. 

Major Henry Knight died in 1916 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Henry Knight, who sold the 
market rights to Messrs R and C Snell, who ran 
the cattle market. 

Familiar face 

Charles Snell became Lord of the Manor in 1939 
and was succeeded by Frank Rowe in 1965. 

The current Lord of the Manor, Jim Rowe, has 
held the title since 1994 and is a familiar face 
among the stalls on market days. 

Mr Rowe is now exploring the possibility of 
staging a celebration in 2015 to mark the granted 
of the eight-day feast to Lord Brewer in 1215. 

The market day was changed from Friday to 
Thursday around 1870 and has since played a 
prominent role in the profile of Axminster.

The 
library is open as usual to everyone else on Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. 

The council’s Adult & Community Learning serv¬ 
ice is also offering its support to the community- 
run Axrninster Job Club at the Methodist Church 
Hall. The Job Club is now running a Wednesday ses¬ 
sion for the next four weeks in addition to normal 
Thursday sessions. 

Both sessions run from 9:30 am to 12:30pm and ex¬ 
perienced staff will be on-hand to help people de¬ 
velop a CV, increase their confidence and develop 
their job seeking skills. The Job Club also runs com¬ 
puter, English and maths courses at the Methodist 
Church Hall and the Guildhall.

ster has had a profound impact, not only on those 
who were working at Axrninster Carpets, but also on 
the wider local community. 

“We are doing everything we can to help minimise 
the effect caused by this closure, by providing sup¬ 
port and advice for those affected, to enable them to 
seek alternative employment.” 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, Devon County Coun¬ 
cillor for Axrninster, said he was delighted that 
Devon County Council responded so swiftly to the 
situation in Axrninster. 

Devloping skills 

Councillor Moulding said: “Many organisations 
have offered their support in assisting the employees 
of Axrninster Carpets who have lost their jobs. 

“The county council has recognised that jobseekers 
from Axrninster and the surrounding area will need 
the necessary skills to give them the very best op¬ 
portunity of finding new employment. 

“The county council’s offer of free access to com¬ 
puters at Axrninster Library on Friday mornings, to¬ 
gether with the excellent work currently being 
carried out by Axrninster Job Club, will assist 
greatly in helping Axrninster Carpets’ employees 
look for job vacancies and develop IT and CV writing 
skills.”
